But, however that is, it is ordinary for a Clufter 
of Coxcombs to take up the Houfe to themfelves, 
and equally ‘infult both the Adtors and the Com- 
pe. Thefe Savages, who want all manner of 
egard and Deference to the reft of Mankind, come 


only to fhew themfelves to us, without any other 
Purpofe than to let us know they defpife us.

This is the Reafon that when a Scene tending 
to Procreation is acted, you fee the whole Pit in 
fuch a Chuckle, and old Letchers, with Mouths 
open, ftare at the loofe Gefticulations on the Stage 
‘with Shameful Earneftnefs, when the jufteft Pic- 
tures of Humane Life in its calm Dignity, and the 

ropereft Sentiments for the Conduét: of. it, pafs 
* like meer Narration, as conducing only to fome: 
what much better which is to come after. I have 
feen the who'e Houfe at fome Times in fo proper 
a Difpofition, that indeed I have trembled for the 
Boxes, and feared the Entertainment would end in 
the Reprefentation of the Rape of the Sabines. 

I would not be underftood in this Talk to argue, 
that nothing is tolerable on the Stage bur what 
has an immediate Tendency to the Promotion of 
Virtue. On the contrary, I can allow, provided 
there is nothing againft the Interefts of Virtue, and 


is not offenfive to.good Manners, that Things of - 


an indifferent Natare may be reprefented. For 
this Reafon I have no Exception to the well-drawn 
Rulticities in the Country Wake ; and there is fome- 
thing fo miraculouily pleafant in Dogget’s acting 
the awkard Triumph and comick Sorrow of Heb in 
different Circumftances, that I fhall not be able 
to ftay away whenever it is a&ted. All that vexes 
me is, that the Gallantry of taking the Cudgels 
for Gloucefterfoire, with the Pride o Heart in tuck. 
ing himfelf up, and taking Aim at his Adverfary, 
as well as the other’s Proteftation in the Humanity 
of low Romance, That he could not promife the 
Squire to break Hob’s Head, but he would, if he 
could, do it in Love ; then flourifh and begin: I 
fay, what vexes me is, that fuch excellent Touches 
as thefe, as well asthe Squire's being out of all Pa- 
tience at Hob’s Succefs, and ventuting himfelf into 
the Crowd, are Cireumftances hardly taken No- 
tice of, and the Height of the Jeft is only in the 
very Point that Heads are broken. I am confident,
